This growth and deve opment have 
average will be struck until all the 
returns lare made by the threshers, 
and thereafter compiled, which is not 
likely to be before the middle of Jan¬ 
uary, it is estimated that the spring 
wheat yield for Alberta will be in the 
vicinity of 25 bushels per acre, one 
of the best in many years. The es¬ 
timate average already struck "by 
federal authorities is about 2214 bush¬ 
els for the province. This is based 
on the acreage seeded din wheat, 
whereas the Alberta average is based 
on the acreage actually threshed as 
reported in the returns made by the 
threshers. Therefore, an average of 
25 bushels is regarded as fairly ac¬ 
curate. Last year the Dominion es¬ 
timated an average of eight bushels 
of wheat for Alberta, while the pro¬ 
vincial records gave a general return 
of 12 bushels. '

Act, the owners of the elevators^ 
mostly private individuals or incor¬ 
porated companies, are compelled to 
accept all grain offered by farmers, 
unless wet or unstorable with safety 
hence the general and common use of 
the system. The elevators are all 
licensed by, and are under the super¬ 
vision of the Board of Grain Commis¬ 
sioners of Canada.

these men should be broad minded, 
men who can familiarize themselves 
with detailed and minor matters of 
management, and also men who ar# 
able to see ahead,- act wisely and to 
fight unflinchingly for bnoader and 
better ideas. 

We are at a point in our town’s 
history which is perhaps more im¬ 
portant than appears on the surface 
and which may be missed by the un¬ 
thinking individual. It is well that 
we should give this situation more 
than oidinary consideration. We are 
surrounded by a district second to 
none; development is proceeding 
apace, and what we are going to be 
is according to the temper of the peo¬ 
ple/ Of the town and their repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Let us ask ourselves, what are we 
going to be? Shall we be content tio 
always be a place of the village class 
or shall we aspire to be greater?

To be the other re¬ 
quires men who are competent to see 
ahead, to act wisely and fight for 
higher and better ideas. Shall we 
have men who may be sincere, but 
who are lacking in foresight, who are 
quite without vision?

Milking Cows 

Shell —-Le- mjiheri twice or three 

times a day? To the average read¬ 
er this ma^ seem of small concern. 
To the former and dairyman it is a 
question of considerable interest. 
Tests have recently been made in 
Nova Scotia, Quebec, and Ontario. 
Professor Barton of Macdonald Col¬ 
lege says that it has been found from 
the standpoint f economy and safety 
that a cow giving 60 pounds of milk 
a day should be milked three times. 
Both Professor Trueman of the Nova 
Scotia Agricultural College and Pro 
fessor • Barton are agreed, however, 
that unless the udder is over extend¬ 
ed there is little or no advantage to 
be gained by milking three times a 
in the September number of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Gazette of Canada. Pro¬ 
fessor Wade Toole also contributed 
t(i a solution of the same problem by 
giving results of tests made at the 
Ontario Agricultural College. The 
tests are to be continued and Pro¬ 
fessor Toole hopes to be able to give 
a more definite opinion another year 
than he does at present. In the mean 
time he shows that three high-class 
pure-bred cows gave more by thrice 
than by twice milking a day. His 
present conclusions however are the 
same as those of Professors Barton 
and Trueman.
